Efterday General Staremberg took a Re- 
view of the Army in Hungary, which 
is faid to confift of 20000 Men. Some 
Days ago a Monitorium from the 
Emperour was fent to the Hunga- 
tins that conrinue loyal to him, in which he 
admonifhes them to have no Regard to whatever 
may be propos'd to or enjoyn’d them on the Part of 
his Eaemies; and exhorts the Adherents to the latter 
to rerurn to his Obedience, to avoid falling under 
the Force and Rigour of his Arms. Tis faid Count 
Rechteren Fnvoy extraordinary of the States Gene- 
tal, will fhortly goto Hungary, to try to difpofe the 
Malecontents to renew the Conferences about 
Peace: In the mean Time thofe Malecontents Lutter 
great Prejudice by the Mufcovites having cut off 
all theig Correfpondence with Poland ; yet ‘tis be- 
liev'd the Accounts they will ,have of the State of 
Affairs in Spain and in the Empire will encourage 
them to continue the War ; at leaft to wait the 
Iffue of this Campaign, before they will enter into 
any Negociation of Peace, The Court having re- 
ceiv'd Advice of the furprizing the Lines of Stcl- 
hoffen by the French, have difpatch’d an Exprefs to 
General Heifter, who is gone to take Poffeilion of 
his Government of Raab, that he may come hither 
and be fent to the Army of the Empire. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated June 17. 
Vienna, June 4. Count Staremberg broke up 
fiom Kitfee with his Army confifting of about 16000 
Men, and pafs'd the Danube near Presbourg the 31ft 
of laft Month ; he is now in full March to put Pro- 
vifions into Leopolftad and Trenrfchin ; after which 
he will march towards the Towns in the Moun- 
tains. The Malecontents are drawing an Army 
together near Neuheufel to obferve ours : They ap- 
pear to have no Mind to come to a Batrle, but to 
defiga only to harrafs and fatigue our Troops by 
Excurfions: One of their Parties having furpriz’d 
fome Companies of the Regiment of Montecuculi, 
have made a great Slaughter among them : Prince 
Ragotski continues in Tranfilvania with a good 
Number of Troops, in order to get intire Poffeilion 
of that Principality ; bur the principal Places in 
ithold our ftill for the Emperour, tho’ ‘tis doubred 
whether they will be able to do fo long. Count 
Rabutin continues here ; the Body of Troops with 
Which he is to march to the Relief of Baron Tige 
in Tranflvania, were left by Count Straremberg 
at Kitfee; bur ‘tis uncertain when he will 
begin his march, becaufe he waits for Money and 
other Neceffaries for fuch an Expedition, which he 
has demanded of the Court. We have Advice, 
that the Baffa of Belgrade has newly affug’d the Go- 


vernour of Effeck, that he will continue to live in 
good Intelligence and Friendthip with him : So that 
we are no longer under Apprehenfioa that the Afair 
of Kezkemer will occafion a Rupture between the 
Turks and this Court. The Madecontents bearing 
General Staremberg was in Motion, have deferr'd 
tO a more convenient Time the general Diet they de- 
fign’d to hold at QOnoth, ieft he thould come upon 
them there unawares. ‘Lhe 2d Icftant Count Zubor 
arriv'd bere from Gratz under a Guard of 40 Horle : 
He is now guarded by 12 Men, and the Fifcal is to 
profecute him forthwith. hop’d however, thar 
the King of Sweden will not puth this Aflair any 
further, nor that of the Siezure of his Recruits in 
Silefia: And as for the Mufcovites that retir’d thro’ 
Silefia and Bohemia into Poland, this Court have 
fully inform'd his Swedith Majefty of the Sincerity 
of their Conduct in that Affair, and protefted it was 
not done with their Connivance or Knowledge. Ge- 
neral Heifter is arriv’d here from Raab, in order to 
go to the Army of the Empire. Count Martinitz is 
gone from hence for Rome, thence to go to Naples 
to take on him the Admifffftration of the Affairs of 
that Kingdom in Quality of the Emperout’s Plenipo- 
tentiary ; for this Court are not in the leaft Doub: 
ot the Succefs of the Expedition thither. One mo- 
tive among others for undertaking that Expedition, 
is, that in all Likelihood the Emperour will be dif 
charg’d by it from paying the many very confiderable 
Penfions he now does to Neapolitans here, at Rome, 
and elfewhere. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated June 11. 

From the Camp at Kretzingen, May 29. In the 
Lines of Stolhoffen and along the Rhine wére fourd 
166 Pieces of Cannon, 100000 Weight of Poveder, 
a very great Number of Bullets and much other 
Ammunition, 45000 Sacks of Oats, 40000 Sacks 
of Corn and Meal, and large Stores of Forrage. 
The Marthal de Villars has caus’d the greaceft Pare 
to be carried to Fort-Louis and Strasbourg. Be- 
fides this; the Soldiers made a great Booty, by 
plundering the Tents, Baggage, and Equipage : 
But they were forbidden under rigorous Pénalties 
to leave their Stations for the future to go to plun- 
der. The Marhhal de Villars ftaid 4 Days ac Raftad, 
waiting for his Waggons and Artillety, and to gixe © 
neceflary Orders. He has left M. de Quadt witha 
Body of Troops to guard the Lines of Wriflem- 
bourg, and M.d’Alvelda a Spaniard with the King 
of Spain’s Troops to coverthe Worktien employ'd 
in rebuilding and fortifying the Head of the Bridge 
of Fort Louis, and demolithing the Enemy's In- 
trenchments and Lines, particularly the Sluyces 
made before them, moft of Stone-Work, to over- 
flow the Ground and render the Approach to them 
dificulr. The 28th the Army march’d, and en- 
camp’d at Etlingen, where were found 8000 Sacks 
of Oats, and 4000 Sacks of Meal for the Imperial 
Trpops. The fame Day, the Marquis de peer a 
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om the Macthal de Villars had fent ott with 1500 
Storia the Road ro Prortzheim, had Information 
that a Body of German Horfe were coming towards 
him. He {ent to take a View of them, and being 
told they were but 4 or. 500 Cuiraifiers, he advanc'd 
to meet them with alike Number. At his Approach 
they pofted themfelves behind a Rivulet : But he 
charg’d them with fuch Vigour, that they were 
broken ad intirely defeated. 150 of them were 
kill’d on the Spor, and 80 made Prifoners, among 
them the Major of the Regiment of Mercy that 
commanded cthem,the Count de Berlo, and almoft all 
their Officers ; and above 150 Horles were taken. 
The Marquis d’Anlezy Collonel, the Marquis de 
Lagny Caprain, a Lieutenant, and 7 Soldiers were 
kill’d on this Occafion. To Day the Army con- 
tinued their March, and are encamp’d here, half a 
League beyond Dourlach; where .were found 4 
Brafs Cannon which the Enemy had abandon‘d ; 
and 5 others thar were left by them in their Flight 
to the Mountains are alfo brought hither. The 
Army is to march to Motrow towards the Enemy, 
who are drawn together, to the Number of 15cbo 
Men, and have pofted themfelves at Durmentz on 
the other fide of the River Entz. We have Istelli- 
gence, that there is a Divifion becween the Margrave 
of Bareith and the Duke of Wirtemberg, who mu- 


cua'ly charge on each other the Fau!cof not hindring 
us from patfing the Rhine.
